An overwhelming majority of 
persons, prominent in business and 
politics in St. Louis and the State, 
questioned by the Post-Dispatch, 
today expressed conviction that 
Gov. Hyde should convene the Leg 
islature in extraordinary sessivn to 
continue State roadbuilding at to) 
speed. With few exceptions those 
questioned urged the extra session. 

Following the failure of Chair 
man Gary of the State Highway 
Commission in Jefferson City yes 
terday to induce the Governor to 
take immediate action, and the 
continued hesitancy on the part of 
the Governor, notwithstanding the 
pledges of a big majority of the 
members of both houses that they 
would work to put into effect the 
commission’s plans, the Post-Dis 
patch sent telegrams to more than 
100 persons in the State, and inter- 
viewed many persons-in St. Louis. 

Views of St. Louisans follow: 

Acting Mayor Neun, president of 
Board of Aldermen: I think the 
sooner Missouri gets down to brass 
tacks and begins to build good 
roads the better it will be for the 
State. Calling a special session of 
the Legislature involves a good 
deal of expense and whether it is 
necessary to do that I have not 
had the chance to analyze.
